lzheimer’s  disease  is  an  incurable,  pro¬ 
gressive,  terminal  neurological  disease  that 
afflicts  4  million  Americans,  including  an 
estimated  150,000  Illinois  citizens  and  their 
families.  The  cause  of  Alzheimer’s  disease  is 
unknown  and  currently  there  is  no  known 
cure,  no  vaccine  to  protect  against  it,  and  no 
measures  that  can  be  taken  to  prevent  or 
avoid  it.  It  is  an  age-related  form  of  dementia 
that  impairs  thinking  and  behavior. 


RESEARCH 

The  Alzheimer’s  Disease  Research  Fund 
enables  the  Illinois  Department  of  Public 
Health  to  provide  support  for  research  toward 
a  cure  for  Alzheimer’s  disease.  Illinois  tax¬ 
payers  may  contribute  through  a  checkoff  on 
State  Income  Tax  forms.  Contributions  are 
deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  and  appropri¬ 
ated  to  the  Department  for  awarding  research 
grants  to  physicians,  hospitals,  laboratories, 
educational  institutions  and  other  persons. 

In  four  years,  Illinois  taxpayers  contributed 
more  than  $600,000  to  the  Research  Fund 
through  the  income  tax  checkoff,  and  99  re¬ 
searchers  applied  for  grants.  The  Department 
of  Public  Health,  in  consultation  with  the 
Alzheimer’s  Disease  Advisory  Committee, 
selected  29  of  the  applicants  for  funding. 
Grants  were  awarded  to  research  projects 
from  the  University  of  Chicago,  Loyola 
University  Stritch  School  of  Medicine, 
Northwestern  University,  Rush-Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Medical  Center,  Rush  University 
College  of  Nursing,  Southern  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity  School  of  Medicine  and  the  University  of 
Illinois  College  of  Medicine  at  Rockford.
